And to prevent Frauds, to make it Fellony for any Perſon to Countericit any 
Mark, Stamp, or Number'd Scutcheon ; and a good Penalty upon all Perſons, who 
tall preſume rofe)l any Dice, Cards, or ſuch like, that is fo Connterfeited ; and 
ikewitra good Penalty upon ailiPublick Houſes, that uics any Cards, Dice, Ta- 
bles, &c. that ſhall notbe Markt, Stampr and Number'd as atorclaid, ; 

Cars bring one part of this propoſed Tax, I doubt not but the Scciety of Card- 
maters of London, will Petition your Honours, altedging their diſaviility to pay 
any Luty uzpon Cards; and that fuch a Tax upun them, will be a total Ruin to 
their whole Society: To which may be Anſwered, That ſuch MMethols mas bc nſed in 
that particular, which will rather ſuttort them, and advance their Trades and Int: rejt, than 
zn the leaſt Damnify their Seciety wn general, which at fuſt ſight & this Propoſal, they may 
.arrong fully ſizoeft. they being but ihirty in Number Maſter Card: makers. 7 trojoſe tha

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I ſuppoſe it may be ObjcAed, That this will be in 4 manner ceuncenancing of Games, 
which are now prohibited by Law, 

To which may be Anſwered, That tho! there be ſeveral AQts of Parliament 
20ainft Gaming, and unJawſul Games ; yet there is little in thoſe As @f any ulc 
or ſctvice ro our preſent Times, except making void and null all Monies Won 
clandeſtinely with falſe Cards, Dice, Gc. Aslikewiſe limiting no Perion ſhall loſe 
and ſtand good in Law upon credit at one time above ro00l.; all which, with 
Humble Submiſſion, may in ſuch an A as this, be Enacted, De Novo, with what 
more your Honours, in your great Witdom, ſhall find in this our preſent times to 
be Deceitfu}, Pernicious and DeſtruCive in the harmleſs intentions of rhe uſe of 
thoſe innocent Diverſiens ; by which means it will bring in conliderably co the Pub: 
lick, which is now put in private Pacſes, as I hinted before, \ 

And this Propofer recommends, for a further fund to beſeiled to recompence 
thoſe that ſhall advance Two Millions of Mony, rhe Propoſals offered ro this 
Honourable Houſe, to lay a duty upon Regiſtring Servants ; Licenſing of Inns, 
Ale-hou'es, and Cotte houſes, upon Traveling Waggons, Carts and Fack-horſes;
